He was prepared for the operation by 
several of the doctors and taken into the 
room and- placed upon the table. 

Two faithful,- trained nurses, attired in 
long white aprons and white caps, stood 
heside the table in attendance. The seven 
doctors took off their coats and put on 
the long robes or aprons used in such 
work with sleeves rolled high above their 
elbows. 

Dr. Holmes Uses the Knife. 

Dr. J. B. 8S. Holmes performed the 
operation, assisted by Dr. Cooper, Dr. 
Nicholson and Dr. Westmoreland. Dr. Me- 
2Zae and Dr. Harris stood at their elbows 
to ass:st. Bee 

Dr. Nathan O. Harris administered the 
ether. 

It didn’t require many minutes to com- 
pletely sway the governor and he was 
under the full effect of the drug and ready 
for the knife about 11:30 o’clock. 

An incision little more than three inches 
was made in the right side near the pelvic 
locality. 

Then came the trying part of the opera- 
tion—the find!ng of the appendix. Owing 
to its enlarged condition this was a <d‘ffi- 
cult task and for awhile had the surgeons 
all puzzled. They felt about the locality 
where it is known to lie ana could not 
touch it. Finally they ascertained that it 
had grown so large and so inflamed that 
it had fallen over the bowels and was ly- 
ing in an opposite direction from its nor- 
mal position. They brought it up ane 
made the examination. 

Results of former attacks were shown 
by adhesions of the appendix to .sur- 
round'ng structures. Perforation of the 
append:x thad evidently taken place on

The appendix was ligated and remoyed, 
the abdominal cavity was washed out with 
hot water and the incision closed by su- 
tures, after inserting a glass drainage 
tube into the abdominal cavity. 

Hurd Substances Found. 

Two small stony secretions were found in 
the appendix. They were flattened out 
and somewhat larger than grains of pop- 
corn, hut were as hard as stone and resem- 
bled very much small bits of slate. When 
they were held up and allowed to fall on 
the tin plate which was used as a recepta- 
cle they sounded like pebbles falling into 
@ tin pan. 

The appendix was fearfully inflamed and 
swollen far beyond its bounds. It was as 
large as the index finger of the hand and 
more than half as long. At one end it had 
a heavy growth of inflamed flesh, with an 
ulecerous-looking sore or abscess, which had 
burst, according to all the physicians, Sun- 
day.

FIRED'AT THE OFFICERS. 
An Armed Party Attacks One of the 
Trust's Distillertes. 

Chicago, June 17.—According to the report 
of Deputy Marshal Charles Nordrum, ma le 
to Marshal Arnold, the first attack made 01 
the distille prin in charge of Receiver 
Nulta took place at an early hour 
morning, the Shufedt distillery, corner 
Chicago and Hawthorne avenues, bei 
fired upon by a party of men in boats. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock the deputy marshals 
guarding the distillery noticed a party, con- 
sisting of eleven men, cautiously coming up 
the river in two large skiffs. On reaching 
southern end of the distillery grounds 
boats were slowly pulled over to the 
west bank of the river, When directly op- 
posite the distillery the oarsmen were or- 
dered by a young man in the first boast to 
cease rowing and a second later to fire.

The men in 
the boats finally rowed away, the deputies 
sending a shower of bullets after them. 
None of the deputics were injured. lt is 
not known who the attacking party were, 
or if any of them were injured.

Cycloneta farm, on the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad, is one of the assets 
of the Macon Construction Company. Mr. 
W. B. Sparks, receiver of the Macon Con- 
struction Company, has received informa- 
tion from New York that 500 crates of 
Alexander peaches recently shipped from 
Cycloneta, sold in New York at $5 per crate, 

$2,500 for the lot. There are 42,000 trees 
at Cycloneta, which will yield this year 
about ten car loads. An offer of $20,000 for 
the crop of peaches as it hangs on the 
trees has been declined. This is at the 
rate of $1 per crate. This price is net, and 
the party making it was to bear the ex-

His Counsel Will Be Given a Hearing 

by Secretary Herbert. 

Washington, June 17.—The sentence of 
dismissal found by naval court-martial 
againgt Medical Inspector Edward Kersh- 
ner has been announced at the navy dep&€rt- 
ment, but Secretary Herbert has withheld 
his indorsement until the accused of- 
ficer’s counsel can be heard in his defense. 
The charges against Dr. Kershner, who 
was fleet officer of the North Atlantic 
squadron, were preferred by Admiral 
Meade. The first declared that he had vio- 
lated naval regulations in forwarding pri- 
vatcly to otner officers copies of official doc- 
uments whica subsequentiy appeared a 
print. The second charge was that of 
scandalous conduct to the destruction of 
good morals, its specification reciting that 
his sworn .estimony before a court of inqui- 
ty investigating the first charge was false 
and intended to deceive. This was the’first 
time in the history of the service that an 
officer had ever been accused of perjury 
and it caused quits a sensation. The court 
Sat five days, beginning May 18th, at the 
sew York nevy yard, and its record has 
been under consideration at the navy de- 
partment since May 18th. 

Two weeks ago Dr. Kershner and _ his 
counsel, Messrs, Choate and Hinsdale, of 
New York, were informed of the findings 
and sentence and notified that anything 
they had to say would be heard. They have 
taken advantage of this permission and 
Secretary Herbert has appointed Thursday 
morning tor the hearing at his oftice

They Are Reported To Bein a Deplor- 
able State—Great Suffering Is 
Evidently F'elt. 


Columbia, S$. C., June 17.—(Special:)—The 
wail of a suffering people comes from the 
sea islands. Tales of dire distress and ac- 
tual starvation are told of the condition of 
the negroes of that section, and appea'g are 
sent out to the country for_help.

Silver in the Arts. 

Mditor Constitution Closely following up- 
on the footsteps of the free coinage dques- 
tion comes another question, which 
though of no political importance is agitat- 
img the minds of many people. 

The recent indicting by a grand jury in 
New York of s0 manv large dry goods 
houses for selling fraudulent silver has had 
the effect in the large centers of trade of 
stirring up the purchasers of sterling silver 
to demand that the goods in this line 
which they buy shall be up to the standard 
Which the stamp indicates. 

It may be of interest to the public to 
know something of the word sterling and 
its origin. Previous to the fourteenth cen- 
tury most of the silver plate made in Eng- 
land was of no defined quality,’ every sil- 
versmith using his own idea as to what 
the standard should be. However, the 
Hanseatic League was at this time wielding 
such a great influence in the commercial 
world that the English silversmiths were 
compelled to adopt the standard used in the 
Hianse towns. The English people spoke of 
‘he inhabitants of these cities as Fsterlings 
or people from the east, and finaily the 
word ‘‘Easterling’’ was abbreviated to such 
an extent that it became “‘sterling.”

All this is very 
quaintly and perhaps much better explain- 
ed in the following extract from a book 
called “A Touchstone for Gold and Silver- 
ware,” published in London in 1677: 

“Our forefathers considering that silver 
in its finest degree would be too soft for 
uSe and service, for the tinest silver is al- 
mOSt aS sort as lead, did consult to reduce 
Or hardén the silver by alloying it with 
baser metal to such a degree that it might 
be both serviceable in the works, and also 
in the wearing keep its native whiteness; 
and upon experiment and due consideration 
did agree that there should be put eighteen 
pennyweignt of. pure copper into eleven 
ounces and two pennyweight troy of the 
finest silver, both which makes twelve 
ounces, or the pound troy; and so according 
to that proportion for more or less (where 
it is to be observed that either tin, pewter 
or lead being put into goid or silver for 
the alloying thereof, or being mixed there- 
with, renders it extremely brittle and alto- 
setner unfit for work); which degree of al- 
loy is concluded upon by the lawmakers of 
this kingdom, to be the standard for all 
silver money and all silver works, and is 
commonly called the sterling alloy, from 
the Isterlings or men that came from the 
east country, and Were the first contrivers 
and makers of that alioy.”’ 

The laws of England pertaining to the 
manufacture of silver ware are very 
stringent and the people are protected in 
this way as much as possible. However, 
in our own coulitry the matter, except in a 
few states, is in rather a chuotic condition; 
but as the manufacturers and dealers of 
the best character are bringing to bear ajl 
the influence possible upon congress to in-

prevailed the latter part of last week was 
more emphatic today under the influence 
of the same causes that we have men- 
tioned for the past ten days—that is, large 
shipments from interfor points in Russia 

and India and the increase of stock in the 

consuming countries of the continent and 
the British isles, causing a decline in the 
market below an exporting basis. We also 
noted that the party who had raised wheat 
would be heard from, the almost unani- 
mous reports of the poor ccndition§ of 
winter wheat that have been so long he- 
fore the traders having spent their forces. 

Many good reports are now coming from 

sections supposed heretofore to have heen 

entirely ruined. The early harvest which 
is now upon us not only cuts off the in- 
terior milling demand but somewhat intim- 
idates the speculator, all of which tends 
to cause the present depression. ‘t must 
not be overlooked, however. that we have 
been above an exporting basis, and until 
we can reach that point it is not wise to 
look for any permanent advance. The hills 
have had such a shaking up today, and 
many of them having sold out, that a reac- 
tion of a few cents is not improbable, but 
it remains to be seen whether the decline 
of 9 cents in a few days will bring foreign 
orders. Any buying from that source would 
have a sharp reaction here, as the market 
is very sensitive and the bears wou!d not 
stan’? much punishment. At a decline 
there was considerable inauiry for cagh 
wheat, but up to the present writing sales 
have been light.
